| Hays were nominated, and Speaker Da- 
vis jobbed the members by declaring | 
Moody elected by a viya yoce vote. The 
next order ot business being the ap- 
pointment of a committee on creden- 
tials, a motion to that effect was made 
and carried, and Speaker Davis ap- 
pointed two Populists, one 
and two Republicans on the commit 
Immediately after this committee 
appointed the house adjourned to await 
the report, in order to find out who were 
entitled to seats. 

The house reconyened on the after-

made, Then followed another adjourn- 
ment, and still another and another, 
and soit continued for five days, the 
committee claiming it was hot ready to 
report on account of a contest of Rep- 
resentative Nosler’s seat. When this | 
objection was overcome, Representative 
U’Ren said the committee was ready to 
report when a quorum of the house was 
present. The report was placed in the 
hands of Chief QOlerk Moody, but 
Speaker Dayis would not allow it to be 
read till 40 members were in their seats. 
All motions, except to adjourn, were 
ruled out of order by the speaker, and 
he persistently refused to ewtertain any 
and all appeals from his di 

i having # 
he sat in the speaker’s chair; 
czar, representing an unqualified minor- 
ity of the leglslature. 

Of the 60 members elected 26 refused to 
comein. The members out were Pop- 
ulists, Simon Republicans, Mitchell Re- 
publicans, Union-Bimetallists and Dem- 
ocrats, Speaker Davis stood in with 
these obstructionists and ruled that no 
report from the committee on creden- 
tials conld be made and no business 
transacted till 40 members, two-thirds, 
would answer roll call. Thus the 
speaker held up the house like a high-! 
wayman, and refused to entertain a mo- 
tion to compel the attendance of absent 
members. For nine days the members 
in their seats struggled to get a report 
from the committee on credentials, and 
every effort consistent with reason and 
parliamentary procedure was exerted to 
effect permanent organization under 
Speaker Dayis and begin legislation. 

All efforts having proved failures, on 
the tenth day, 31 members, a majority 
of the members elected to the house of 
representatives, introduced a resolution 
to remove Speaker Davis. 

The speaker was asked to put the mo- 
tion to adopt, and he refused. Then 
Brown of Morrow put the motion, and 
it was adopted by a unanimous yote of 
the 31 members. J. N. Smith of Ma- 
rion was then elected temporary speak- 
er, and R. R. Hays chief clerk. The 
minority report of the committee on 
credentials was then made, and perma- 
nenl officers elected, with H. L, Ben- 
son as permanent speaker. All the offi- 
cers and members of the Benson house 
were then sworn in, and the senate was 
notified of the organization, which it re- 
fused to recognize. 

Prior to the organization of the Ben- 
son house, some of the Populists and 
Democrats stayed in their seats to do 
the fighting and prevent organization, 
but when the members of the Benson 
house were sworn in, they yacated their 
seats and never returned to them, They 
all refused to take the oath of office, 
with the exception of Bilyeu and Lee. 

For over 40 days 27 members, includ- 
ing Speaker Dayis, have refused to 
qualify and enter upon the discharge of 
their duties as legislators, and still the 
Oregonian claims these unqualified 
members, these delinquents, these legis- 
lative brigands, the minority of the 
members elect, comprise the only legal 
body in the lower house of the legisla- 
ture, It also charges that the majority 
is holding up the minority and refusing 
toullow that minority to decide who

Nevada. 


Mason Valley Settlers Appeal ‘for 
Military Protection, 


Oarson, Nev. Feb.23.—Some excite- 
ment was caused here this morning by a 
message from white settlers at Yering- 
ton, in Mason Valley, 50 miles from Car- 
son, calling for 50 armed militiamen and 
650 extra stands of arms to be sent ona 
special train. 

A Piute Indian was killed by a white 
man at Yerington yesterday by being 
struck on the head with acrowbar. The 
Indians became enraged and sent run- 
ners to Walker river reservation, which 
isa part of the Pyramid Lake regerva- 
tion, All the male Indians from Walker 
river came into Mason valley after hay- 
ing sent their squaws to the mountains. 

Governor Sadler sent Adjutent-Gen- 
eral Galusha on a special train this 
morning to investigate the trouble and 
report immediately. 

There is a possibility of the militia de- 
murring to the callon account of the 
state having failed to pay them, al- 
though a bill appropriating funds on 
that account has been fayorably reported 
by the committee and is now pending 
before the legislature. However, it is 
said there will be no trouble about the 
militia responding should their presence 
at the scene be deemed urgent. 

Yerington is 10 miles from Warbuska, 
the latter place being a station on the 
Carson & Colorado railroad, a branch of 
the Virginia & Truckee.

Three or four generations before It Is Atempting 


the Dutch patroon Pauw 
the name of the old New Jersey set- 
tlement of Hasymus to Pavonia the 
er Was a very important 
in the community. In those 
days no Dutch fancral was complete 
without the services of the aansprek- ! 
er, He was not only the undertak- 
er, but he was the official ropre- 
sentative of the bereaved family for 
the time being. There are some in. 
teresting records, in the keeping of 
Jersey City residents, of the func- 
tions performed and the bills pre- 
sented by the aansprekers of the 
seventeenth century. 

After receiving notification of a 
death the aanspreker would proceed 
at once to the sterfhuis,.or home of 
the deceased, taking with him a 
fow sheets of mourning paper. His, 
first business was to take down the 
names of the persons whom the) 
family desired to have summoned) 
to the burial. After reading this list 
in the presence of the family for 
possible corrections the aanspreker 
became the absolute director of af- 
fairs. Everything was executed ac- 
conling to his command. If thede- 
ceased was a person of wealth and 
Prominence, a number of assistant 
aansprekers were engaged. Some-, 
times as many as 20 were employed | 
in performing various services. | 

@ aanspreker’s costume was pe-| 
culiar. It comprised low shoes, black | 
black knickerbockers, a| 
black cutaway coat, covered by a) 
long, flowing black mantle, a white 
cravat or band and a quaint three 
cornered hat or ‘‘steek,’’ from one 
corner of which, to the right, float- 
ed a long black crape, like a stream- 
er, while on the left corner a rosette 
was Worn, 

When the time came for the fu- 
neral, the nearest relatives and clos- 
est friends of the family usually 
went to the sterfhuis a little earlier 
.than the others and partook of some 
refreshments prepared by the aan- 
spreker, usually a glass of beer or 
spirits, with a long clay pipe ora 
cigar for the men. The procession 
to the grave was most always on 
foot, the youngest members of the 
family walking nearest the hearse. 
At the grave it was the duty of the 

to offer up a prayer. 
After the burial the mourners re- 
turned to the home of the deceased, 
where there were more eating, drink- 
ing and smoking. It was the custom 
in those days for all but the nearest 
relatives to take their departure 
from a house of mourning after 
smoking one pipe of tobacco. 

From the earlier church records 
it appears that an extra price was 
charged for the privilege of burying 
a body within the walls of the 
church. The first interment in the 
old Dutch Reformed church of Ber- 


gen (now Jersey City heights) was |

The tables were arranged after 
the fashion of ancient banquet ta- 
bles, forming an open square, the 
bridal couple taking their places at 
the middle of the cross tables fac- 
ing the square, and after them each 
as he happened to come into the 
room, After an interval of silence, 
to make sure that every one was 
seated, each guest took up his spoon. 
Seeing no plates or other dishes, I

Then opera- | 
tions began, four guests toone bowl, 
dipping every spoonful into the hot | 
butter. 

After this course followed meats 
in season, deliciously prepared and 
in prodigious quantity. Wheaten 
cakes, very much raisined, were of- | 
fered as a last course, with some | 
home brewed beer of peculiarly rich, 
honeyed taste, very superior to any 
beverage of the kind I have ever |
